17 indicted by Martin Co. GJ

INEZ — Seventeen indictments 
were issued by the Martin County 
Grand Jury last Thursday, including 
one for first-degree sexual abuse. 

Cory Ray Bowen, 25, of Louisa is 
charged with first-degree sexual abuse. 
According to the indictment, on or 



about Dec. 18, 2011, in Martin County, 
Bowen allegedly subjected a person 
less than 12 years-old to sexual contact. 
Also named in true bills are: 

• Curtis Gregory Johnson, 21, of 
Inez, Travis Jude, 20, of Pilgrim, Crys- 
tal Leonard of Martin County and Mark 
Crouch, 27, of Columbus Ohio, charged 
with first-degree criminal trespass. 

According to the indictments, on or 
before June 16, Johnson, Jude, Leonard 



and Crouch allegedly knowingly and 
unlawfully entered and remained in a 
dwelling. 

• Nancy Kilgore, 43, and Bonnie 
Kilgore, 62, both of Ulysses, charged 
with elder abuse/exploitation over 
$300. 

According to the indictment, on or 
before February 11, 2011, through June 
4 of this year, the two women, acting 
alone or in complicity with each other, 



allegedly exploited an adult, resulting 
in a total loss to the adult exceeding 
$300 financially or other resources or 
both, namely Josephine Davis and Clif- 
ford Endicott of Lovely. 

• Zachary Michael Deming, 19, of 
Inez, charged with theft by unlawful 
taking over $500 (from auto) and third-

Test scores contain good, bad 
news for schools in region

FRANKFORT — The first results of Kentucky’s 
new statewide student testing system contain both 
good and news for public schools in the Big Sandy 
region. 

The good news is that five schools in the region 
achieved “distinguished” status based on their scores 
while six others were listed as “proficient,” as are two 
school districts. 

The bad news is that the majority of public schools 
in the region and three districts are in the “needs 
improvement” category, which, according to Kentucky 
Education Commissioner Terry Holliday, is not as bad 
as its sounds. 

“Because this year’s data is the first from the 
Unbridled Learning model, I encourage educators, 



parents, communities, elected officials and others with 
a stake in public education to think of these classifica- 
tions as a starting point for improvement,” Holliday 
said in a press release. “Although more than two-thirds 
of schools and districts are in the Needs Improvement 
category, this is not an indicator of failure. The Unbri- 
dled Learning model is one of continuous improve- 
ment, and schools and districts now have a wealth of 
data to use as they plan for improvement in student 
learning and achievement.” 

The three classifications are determined by the per- 
centile rankings of the individual schools and districts. 
Those above the 90th percentile are considered distin- 
guished, those between the 70th and 80th percentile are 
proficient and those below 70th are listed as needing 
improvement.

RE0C 
rate hike 
approved 

FRANKFORT — The Kentucky 
Public Service Commission (PSC) has 
accepted a proposed settlement in a 
rate adjustment case filed by Big 
Sandy Rural Electric Cooperative 
Corp. (Big Sandy RECC). 

Under the agreement Big Sandy 
RECC reached with the Kentucky 
Office of Attorney General, the utility 
will receive its requested 3.7 percent 
increase in annual revenue. Its annual 
revenue will increase by about 
$911,000, to about $25.3 million. 

But the settlement changes the 
manner in which the additional reve- 
nue will be generated. Less will come 
through the flat monthly customer 
charge and more from usage-based 
energy charges.

PAINTSVILLE — One name 
that Johnson County voters did not 
see on Tuesday’s election ballot 
was Vicki Crace Rice, the county’s 
circuit court clerk. 

After four successful elections 
as chief records keeper for Johnson 
County’s judicial system, Rice 
decided to retire rather than throw 



her hat into the ring this year for a 
fifth term. 

Although she won’t be leaving 
office until Dec. 28, Rice’s family, 
friends and employees will cele- 
brate her retirement early with a 
reception in her honor Saturday at 
the Oil Springs Cultural Arts and 
Recreation (OSCAR) Center. 

The location is fitting for such 
an event, considering Rice is a life- 
long Oil Springs resident whose 
retirement plans include, among 



other things, painting (she’s into 
murals, oils, stepping stones and 
barn quilt blocks), gardening, 
swimming in her pool and spending 
more time with her family — all 
things that she can enjoy at home 
and in her community. 

Until then, however, Rice will 
tend to her duties as clerk, some- 
thing she has been doing nonstop 
since taking office on Jan. 4, 1988. 

That first day on the job was 
“just overwhelming,” said Rice, 



who was a secretary for then-Dis- 
trict Judge John Gardner prior to 
becoming circuit clerk. 

“I didn’t realize the scope of 
responsibility I would have until I 
went to the clerk’s orientation, then 
it hit me in the face, it was all on 
my shoulders,” Rice said. “You 
have to look at the big picture and 
try to do the best for everyone in

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Author, historian 
Marsh dies at 80 



PAINTSVILLE - Paints- 
ville author, historian, newspa- 
per columnist and self-employed 
consultant Robert L. “Bob” 
Marsh II died of cardiovascular 
complications Friday, Nov. 2. 
He was 80. 

He was born in Paintsville 
on Sept. 7, 1932, the son of the 
late Robert Lee and Dorothy 
Geiger Marsh. He was a gradu- 
ate of Paintsville High School 
and West Virginia Wesleyan 
College. He also pursued gradu- 
ate studies in history at Marshall 
University. 

Marsh began a career in 
broadcasting in 1950 on WSIP 
in Paintsville. He was subse- 
quently employed by radio sta- 
tions in Statesboro, Ga.; Owens- 
boro, Ky.; Charleston and Mont- 
gomery, W.Va.; and Baltimore, 
Md. 

In 1966, he joined the staff 
of Baltimore County Executive 
Spiro T. Agnew as an adminis- 
trative assistant. He was active 
in Agnew’ s successful guberna- 
torial campaign in 1966 and was 
employed briefly as executive 
director of the Maryland Physi- 
cal Fitness Commission before 
becoming a partner in the Wash- 
ington, D.C., public affairs con- 
sulting firm of Mclrnerney, 
Marsh, Kilduff and Matthews. 

Earlier in his career, Marsh 
was a member of the Charleston 
Light Opera Guild, where he 
starred in that group’s produc- 
tion of George Gershwin’s “Girl 
Crazy”. He also starred in pro- 
ductions of “Guys and Dolls” 
and Gian Carlo Menotti’s comic 
opera “The Telephone” pro- 
duced by the Music Department 
of West Virginia Institute of 
Technology. His rich baritone 
voice was also in demand in 
churches in the West Virginia 
Conference of the United Meth- 



odist Church between 1959 and 
1964. 

While in Montgomery, W. 
Va., Marsh served as assistant to 
the president of West Virginia 
Institute of Technology, Dr. 
Leonard Nelson. In the course 
of pursuing his degree at West 
Virginia Wesleyan College, he 
served as that school’s director 
of educational broadcasting. 

In 1972, Marsh returned 
with his family to Paintsville, 
where he was employed by 
Mountain Comprehensive Care 
Center. In 1975, he became an 
assistant to Johnson County 
Judge James C. Witten, with 
whom he maintained a close 
personal and business relation- 
ship until Witten’s death in 
1997. 

Marsh served three terms on 
the Paintsville City Council and 
one term as Johnson County 
surveyor. He also served in the 
appointed position of Johnson 
County planner under County 
Judge Wayne C. Blevins. 

Writing was a favorite pur- 
suit of Marsh. 

He wrote “Agnew: The 
Unexamined Man” in 1971, the 
first book published on the life 
of Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew. In 1979, Marsh found- 
ed, published and edited “Ken- 
tucky Highlands Magazine”, a 
critically acclaimed monthly 
publication of the Eastern Ken- 
tucky region. 

In 1984, he founded and 
directed the Paintsville Sesqui- 
centennial Commission, cele- 
brating the 150th anniversary of 
the city’s charter, and was active 
in encouraging interest in local 
and regional history. For several 
years, Marsh wrote and broad- 
cast a radio series entitled “And 
That’s A Fact,” anecdotal stories 
from the history of Paintsville 



and Johnson County. Many of 
these stories were included in a 
book of the same name pub- 
lished in 1998. In 2001, Marsh 
began a popular, but controver- 
sial, series of newspaper col- 
umns that he called “The Pass- 
ing Parade.” Other writings 
included a collection of epi- 
grams, poems and essays, in 
addition to numerous newspa- 
per articles. He founded and 
maintained two Internet Web 
sites — johnsoncountykyhisto- 
ry.com and passingparade.com. 

Most recently, Marsh served 
the J.D. Johnson Law Offices as 
a legal assistant and was a mar- 
keting consultant for Paul B. 
Hall Regional Medical Center 
for more than 20 years. 

Marsh was a descendant of 
three pioneer families of Eastern 
Kentucky — the Hagers of 
Johnson County and the Geigers 
and Pogues of Boyd County, in 
addition to the Marsh and Fair- 
child families of Wayne County. 

Marsh is survived by three 
sons, Robert L. Marsh III of 
Lavalette, W.Va., Thomas K. 
Marsh of Casstown, Ohio, and 
Geoffrey D. Marsh of Paints- 
ville; three daughters, Brenda 
Corona of Columbus, Ohio, Jen- 
nifer L. Davis and Pamela A. 
Marsh, both of Lexington; two 
brothers, Franklin H. Marsh of 
Minneola, Fla., and Lawrence 
B. Marsh of Fredrick, Md.; a 
sister, Janet Trimble of Paints- 
ville; 15 grandchildren; and 
1 0-great- grandchildren. 

A Celebration of Life visita- 
tion will be held from 3:30 p.m 
to 7 p.m. Saturday, Nov. 10, at 
Phelps and Son Funeral Home, 
Paintsville, and a graveside 
memorial family event will be 
conducted on a date yet to be 
determined.

According to the indictment, 
on or about Sept. 7, Deming 
allegedly took a wallet and a 
purse containing $1,000 in cash, a 
checkbook and credit cards from 
vehicles owned by Eric and Caro- 
lea Mills and busted out the win- 
dow in a Chevy Camaro owned 
by the couple, causing damage in 
the amount of $152. 

• Sean Keller, 26, of Inez, 
charged with second-degree 
escape and resisting arrest. 

According to the indictment, 
Keller allegedly escaped from the 
custody of Martin County Jailer 
Boone Mahon while under arrest 
for first-degree bail jumping and 
also resisted arrest in an attempt 
to prevent Deputies Nick Endi- 
cott and Wes Horn from affecting 
an arrest while they were acting 
in an official capacity as peace 
officers with the Martin County 
Sheriff’s Office. 

• Terry L. Cornette, 48, of 
Inez, charged with first-degree 
wanton endangerment, resisting 
arrest and menacing. 

According to the indictment, 
on or about July 17, Cornette 
allegedly engaged in conduct that 
created a substantial danger of 
death or serious physical injury to 
another person, namely Amber 
McCoy of Inez and prevented or 
attempted to prevent a peace offi- 
cer from acting under his author- 
ity from affecting an arrest and by 
intentionally placing another per- 
son in reasonable apprehension of 
imminent danger.

• Jessica M. Houston, 24, and 
Wendell Johnson, 35, both of 
Inez, and Rodney Crum, 33, of 
Lovely, charged with third-degree 
burglary/complicity and theft by 
unlawful taking over $5 00/com- 
plicity. 

Johnson is additionally 
charged with third-degree posses- 
sion of a controlled substance and 
Crum is additionally charged 
with operating on a suspended or 
revoked license and terroristic 
threatening.

Johnson was allegedly in pos- 
session of a schedule IV con- 
trolled substance, Phentermine. 

Crum was allegedly in physi- 
cal control of a motor vehicle 
while his operators were sus- 
pended or revoked and unlawful- 
ly threatened to commit a crime 
likely to cause physical injury to 
another, Martin County Sheriff’s 
Deputy Bryan Tipton. 

• Jimmy L. Nelson, 40, of 
Inez, charged with first-degree 
trafficking in a controlled sub- 
stance, tampering with physical 
evidence, third-offense operating 
a motor vehicle under the influ- 



ence of alcohol or other substance 
within five years and leaving the 
scene of an accident-failure to 
render aid. 

According to the indictment, 
on or before Aug. 9, 2011, Nelson 
was allegedly in possession of a 
schedule II controlled substance 
with the intent to traffic in Oxy- 
codone; believing that an official 
proceeding is pending or may be 
instituted, destroyed, mutilated, 
concealed, removed or altered 
physical evidence which he 
believed would be used against 
him; has two prior convictions of 
operating a motor vehicle while 
being under the influence and 
failed to stop and ascertain the 
extent of injuries and render some 
reasonable assistance. 

Editor's note: An indictment 
is not an indication of guilt but a 
determination by the grand jury 
that criminal charges warrant 
further judicial review.

other locations when responding 
to 911 calls or other public safe- 
ty issues,” Judge-Executive 
Tucker Daniel said. “The theft 
or destruction of these signs 
pose a significant threat to their 
ability to do their job in a timely 
manner which could have cata- 
strophic results in some cases.” 

Daniel said stealing road 
signs is a crime. 

“People who steal or destroy 
road signs may think it’s a harm- 
less prank, but it is a serious 
criminal act that comes with 
serious consequences,” he said. 
“We will prosecute offenders if 
we catch them and we are hope- 
ful this reward will encourage 
someone to come forward with 
information. This is not a small 
issue to us. It costs taxpayers 
thousands of dollars a year to 
replace signs and every time a 
sign is taken, the safety risk to 
families in that area is 
increased.” 

The judge said the costly 
reward is “worth it if we can 
help stop this senseless vandal- 
ism and we can pay anonymous- 
ly if the information provides 
valid.” 

Daniel said anyone with

The new testing system also 
identifies rewards and assis- 
tance schools, based on their 
overall scores and other data. 

They include schools and 
districts of distinction, which 
are high-performing schools 
and districts that meet their cur- 
rent year annual measurable 
objective (AMO) in 2012-2013, 
student participation rate and 
graduation rate goal; have a 
graduation rate above 60 per- 
cent for the prior two years; and 
score at the 95th percentile or 
higher on the overall score. 

Highest-performing schools 
are those that meet their current 
year AMO, student participa- 
tion rate and graduation rate 
goal; have graduation rates 
above 60 percent for the prior 
two years; and score at the 90th 
percentile or higher on the over- 
all score. 

Focus schools are those that 
have a non- duplicated student 
gap group score in the bottom 
ten percent of non-duplicated 
student gap groups scores for 
all elementary, middle and high 
schools; those with an individu- 
al student subgroup within 
assessment grades by level with 
a score in the third standard 
deviation below the state aver- 
age for all students; or high 
schools that have a graduation 
rate that has been less than 60 
percent for two consecutive 
years. 

Priority Schools are those 
that have been identified as a 
“persistently low achieving 
(PLA)” school as defined by 
Kentucky Revised Statute KRS 
160.346. 

Distinguished schools in the 
Big Sandy region are two Floyd 
County schools. May Valley 



Elementary with a 99th percen- 
tile ranking, and W.D. Osborne 
Elementary, with a 91th percen- 
tile ranking; two Johnson Coun- 
ty schools, W.R. Castle Elemen- 
tary and Meade Memorial, with 
95th and 94th percentile rank- 
ings, respectively; and Paints- 
ville High School, with a 92nd 
percentile ranking. 

In addition. May Valley and 
W.R. Castle are listed as a 
schools of distinction, W.R. 
Castle and W.D. Osborne are 
classified as highest performing 
schools and Paints ville High is 
a focus school. 

Classified as proficient are 
three Floyd County schools, 
McDowell Elementary with a 
81st percentile ranking; Allen 
Central Middle School with a 
77th percentile ranking and

the office, you have to try to set 
policies that will address prob- 
lems before they happen.” 

She also realized that hers 
was not just a five- days- a- week 
job. 

“I took bonds one weekend 
when the jail went from the 
control of the jailer to the jail 
administrator because I had no 
one bonded to take bonds,” she 
said. “That was a job I sure 
didn’t want to do regularly. I 
used to have to get out at all 
hours to file juvenile petitions, 
involuntary hospitalizations 
and domestic violence peti- 
tions. One night when Judge 
Sparks was at a conference I 
had to call him out of his con- 
ference five times one night on 
five different involuntary hospi- 
talizations. I’ve had people 
come to my home to talk to me 
about cases. I get phone calls in 
the middle of the night about 
jury duty. It’s not as bad now as 
it was when I first started 
because I don’t have to get out 
to file these things anymore, but 
the responsibility is still there, 
all the time.” 

It was also during her first 
year that her office was chosen 
to implement the state’s first 
computerized system, SUS- 
TAIN, for circuit clerks. She 
said her office was chosen for 
the pilot project because she 
was a new clerk and would be 
willing to do it. 

It was a difficult but reward- 
ing transition, she said. 

“I had no computer training 
and my deputies had no com- 
puter training,” Rice said. “It

The PSC approved the set- 
tlement in an order issued 
Wednesday, Oct. 31, and 
allowed the new rates to take 
effect from the first of this 
month. 

Big Sandy RECC, which 
serves about 13,200 customers 
in Breathitt, Floyd, Johnson, 
Knott, Lawrence, Magoffin, 
Martin and Morgan counties, 
had proposed to increase the 
monthly fee for residential cus- 
tomers in three annual steps, 
from the current $10.38 to

The newsletter ceased publica- 
tion upon the advent of elec- 
tronic mail. Rice said. 

She has also been a sup- 
porter and promoter of Ken- 
tucky’s Trust for Life program, 
which informs, educates and 
encourages Kentuckians to reg- 
ister as organ and tissue donors.

option of donating one dollar to 
Trust for Life when they renew 
their driver’s license. 

During her term as clerk, 
Johnson County has consistent- 
ly ranked third or fourth state- 
wide in the amount of money 
donated to Trust for Life. In 
September, for example, John- 
son County was ranked third 
after 69 percent of residents 
renewing their license donated 
one dollar to Trust for Life, 
according to the organization’s 
Web site. 

Rice said she has also served 
as a mentor to several newly 
elected clerks and was appoint- 
ed temporary special clerk for 
Knott County after that coun- 
ty’s circuit clerk died in office. 
In that capacity, she supervised 
“the money, time sheets and 
other operational things” for 30 
days but did not have to be in 
the Knott County office every 
day. 

This year, Kentucky 
Supreme Court Chief Justice 
John Minton implemented three 
furlough days that closed local 
circuit court clerk office in the 
state as a way to deal with 
recent state budget cut. The 
days off from work meant no 
pay for deputy clerks, but Rice 
said she tried to help her depu- 
ties as much as possible. 

“I gave my salary to the 
deputies on the three furlough 
days,” she said. “The girls real- 
ly appreciated that. That (fur- 
lough days) was a big hit for 
them.” 

Rice, who was never 
opposed in following her first 
election in 1987, decided not to 
seek a fifth term as clerk this 
year. 

“I’m 60 years old. My hus- 
band’s retired. It’s time,” Rice 
said as a reason for not seeking 
another term. 

Of the current circuit clerks 
in Kentucky, only two have 
served longer than Rice, she 
said. 

“I’ve enjoyed it,’ Rice said 
of her time as clerk, “and I feel 
very blessed. I feel like the 
luckiest person in the world. I 
hope I’ve made Johnson Coun- 
ty proud. That’s what I wanted 
to do — make my family proud 
and make Johnson County 
proud — and I hope I’ve done 
that.” 

A former deputy clerk. Pen- 
ny Adams, won the Republican 
nomination to succeed Rice and 
had no Democratic opponent in 
Tuesday’s election. She will 
take over the clerk’s office 
come January. 

Rice’s retirement reception, 
which is open to the public, will 
be from 5-8 p.m., with a special 
program at 6 p.m., at the 
OSCAR Center.

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How to 
protect 
yourself from 
identity theft 
for free

It’s a bad time to be liv- 
ing in South Carolina if you 
value your privacy. A hacker 
struck the South Carolina 
Department of Revenue and 
stole 3.6 million Social 
Security numbers and data 
from 387,000 credit and deb- 
it card accounts. 

The sad part is that this 
was the third successful 
attack in two months! That 
doesn’t really inspire confi- 
dence. 

South Carolina is provid- 
ing those affected with one 
year of free credit monitor- 
ing, but that’s a small com- 
fort when hackers have your 
information. 

If you don’t live in South 
Carolina and think your data 
is safe, think again. All that 
stands between you and 
complete identity theft is one 
bad password or missed 
computer patch in a govern- 
ment or corporate office. 

Does that mean you 
should rush out and purchase 
identity theft protection? Not 
necessarily. 

You’ve probably seen ads 
touting identity theft protec- 
tion services. For a monthly 
fee, your credit report is 
locked and you receive cop- 
ies of your credit reports 
annually. The services also 
promise to insure you against 
identity theft. 

Unfortunately, those 
monthly fees add up quick, 
and you can accomplish the 
same thing for less through 
the credit reporting agencies. 
Plus, you don’t need to dis- 
close personal data to a third 
party. 

Free credit reports 

Keeping an eye on your 
credit report is your first step 
to protecting yourself. 

Federal law grants you a 
free credit report each year, 
and each of the three major 
credit reporting agencies 
must provide one. 

I recommend staggering 
your credit report requests. 
For example, request a report 
from Experian. Four months 
later, request one from Equi- 
fax. After four more months, 
request it from TransUnion. 

Credit activity should 
appear on all reports. How- 
ever, there may be discrep- 
ancies among reports from 
the three bureaus. Also, be 
aware that a credit report 
doesn’t include your credit 
score. 

You can request your free 
reports at AnnualCreditRe- 
port. Be sure you go to the 
correct site! Many sites use 
the word Free in their names, 
but for free reports mandated 
by Congress, you want 
AnnualCreditReport, period. 

Freezing your credit 

If you want another level 
of security, you can freeze 
your credit report. This pre- 
vents new creditors from 
accessing your credit report. 

That means they’re less 
likely to issue credit to an 
identity thief. Of course, that 
assumes that the creditor 
consults a reporting agency. 

Companies that already 
have your business can still 
access your report for fraud 
investigation, collection, 
account review and the like. 

Plan carefully if you 
freeze your credit because 
you can’t apply for new 
credit with a freeze in place, 
and credit limits cannot be 
increased on existing 
accounts. 

You can lift a credit 
freeze; however, it may take 
three days or longer to take 
effect. 

A freeze can be lifted 
temporarily for a particular 
creditor. You just need to call 
the credit agencies, verify 
your identification, provide a 
special PIN and then you 
name the creditor. You may 
need to provide a second 
PIN to the creditor as well. 

If you plan in advance, 
you can lift a freeze for a set 
amount of time ranging from 
1 to 30 days. This is helpful 
if you are comparing credit

The amount depends 
upon your state of residence, 
and some states limit freezes to 
seven years. 

There is also a charge for 
lifting a freeze permanently.

Things are different if you 
can prove that your identity was 
stolen. Fees for credit freezes 
and removals are generally 
waived. 

Credit reporting agencies do 
not always make freeze infor- 
mation easy to find. I have 
direct links to the required 
steps at Equifax, Experi- 
an and TransUnion. 

Monitoring your credit 

For more security, you can 
sign up for credit monitoring. 
You’ll be able to spot the first 
signs of identity theft. You’re 
alerted to any changes in your 
credit reports
